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In a concrete example of LUT (look up table), an area in the RAM 24 
is simply allocated from the hardware's point of view. Fig. 1 illustrates a 
table where contents of adequate 16 colors among 4096 colors are listed 
therein. In general, contents that are identical to those of LUT of the 
display on the host's side are transferred previously and set to the contents 
of this LUT. By sending these color numbers 0-15 to the printer and 
making reference to the LUT in the CPU 22 on the printer's side, the color 
to be imaged will be apparent in the printer. Since the printer performs 
color reproduction with C, M, Y 7 conversions from R, G, B to C, M, Y are 
required. Such conversions can be performed by a second LUT ag shown in 
Fig. 3, for example. Its contents also comprise a table that can be 
arbitrarily set from the host's side. 

With reference to the description from the last line of the upper right 
column to the fourth line of the lower left column in page 2, the reference 1 
discloses a data conversion device equipped with a means of converting color 
image data by making reference to conversion tables provided from 
computer in response to print conditions.
